The Ventura County Sheriff’s Office received your public records request on June 5, 2019. The 
request was for itemized use of forces, the Ventura County Sheriff’s Department policy manual 
and the current union contract between the City of Ventura and any Ventura County Sheriff’s 
Deputy Unions. The items and responses are listed below. 

1. The total number of sheriffs deputy use of force incidents, broken down by type of force used, between 
2013-2018 (separated by year). 

2, The total number of people that deputies used force against, between 2013-2018 (separated by year). 

Pursuant to Government Code section 12525.2, effective January 1, 2016, all law enforcement 
agencies were required to begin collecting data on use of force incidents that resulted in serious 
bodily injury or death or involved the discharge of a firearm. They were to be reported annually 
for submittal to the Department of Justice beginning January 1, 2017. The following is the use of 
force incident reporting for Ventura County:
